1, On 16 October [ called the Agency to state 


that he had been requested by Mr. Robert Morris, Counsel of the 
Internal Security Subcommittee of the Senate Judiciary Committee to 
appear before the Subcommittee at 3:00 on 17 October. The matter 


was discussed by Mr. Pforzheimer withL___ Colonel 
Hansen and [_~_]lacting in the absence of Mr. Wisner). 

2. Recommendations for the Director were prepared and dis- 
cussed with the Director on 17 October. This paper recommended 
—— should appear before the Committee Eee 

and refuse to disclose any of the circumstances relating 
to the Davies affair on the grounds of security. This position was 
taken by me in order to retain consistency with the Director's posi- 
tion as set forth in his letter to the Deputy Under Secretary of State, 
Mr. Humelsine, dated 19 September 1951. It should be noted, how- 


ever, that my basic reason for signing this recommendation was to 
maintain the consistency of the Agency position. 


3, The entire matter was discussed on 17 October with the 
Director, Mr. Jackson, and myself, together with 
and Hansen, and[_———=«d’:s: explained to the Director that 
following my meeting on 15 August with Senators McCarran and Fer- 
guson, it had been their evident intention to drop the matter 


4. The Director_instructed me to inform Mr. Morris and the 
Committee Chairman { 
ee |, we requested he not be called. was 
agreed that this should be a first step, and that I would then report 
back the Committee's views on this matter to the Director. In addi- 


tion, the Director indicated that[| should be permitted to 
testify if necessary on the facts contained in his statement to the FBI, 
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including a "yes" aot "no" answer to the question as to whether the 

25X1A alleged conversation with Davies had taken place and whether Davies 
had made the statements atiributed to him. However, [was to 
refuse to answer on security grounds anything which would lead into 
a discussion of matters which are still considered classified, I was 
further instructed, in company with Colonel Hansen, to discuss the 
matter immediately with Mr. Humelsine, Deputy Under Secretary of 
State, 


5. In the course of the lengthy conference with the Director, 
Mr. Jackson, et al, the complete ramifications of the situation were 
discussed from the standpoint of the administration's position on the 
25X1A matter, as well as the position of CIA in its relationships with key 
members of the Congress. It was pointed out that; testi- 
mony was extremely vital in any show of perjury involving Mr. Davies, 
25X1A and that there would in all probability be severe pressure from the 
Department of State to keep[ si silent. Our responsibility 
in this matter was clearly understood, 


6, Colonel Hansen and 1 met with Mr. Humelsine and his deputy, 
Walter K. Scott, and this meeting will be covered by a memorandum 
for the record by Colonel Hansen.
